on his car. 

Marc, who suffers 
with Fibromyalgia and 
needs a walking stick 
or a crutch to walk, 
had parked his car on 
the estate on Thursday, 
February 6 as it was the 
closest spots to his home 
which is based on one of 
the side streets. 

Geraints Way, based 
off Llantwit Major 
Road and near West 
Village, is a popular 
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parking spot for 
Cowbridge motorists 
as it offers free parking 
near the centre of the 
market town which 
doesn’t require a permit 
or involve a time limit. 

Sharon said: “He had 
parked his car outside 
of these two houses and 
he wasn’t blocking their 
driveways or anything. 

“He only chose that 
spot because he needs a 
walking stick or crutches 
to get around and it was 
the closest spot to the 
house. 

“When he went back 
to his car, the people 
from the two houses had 
intentionally blocked 
him in with their cars and 
left an angry letter on his 
car telling him it was not 
his spot to use.” 

Sharon said that Marc 
is not a blue bade holder 
at the moment, but that 
he has been in the pro¬ 
cess of applying for one.

Climate Change 
flooding in Wales 

T he terrible flooding of houses and busi¬ 
nesses in Pontypridd, the Rhondda, Mon¬ 
mouth and elsewhere in Wales is a result 
of global warming. 

Record temperatures of 20% have been record¬ 
ed in Antarctica, showing us how rapid the rate 
of change is becoming. For every 1 degree rise in 
temperature, the atmosphere can absorb 7% more 
moisture. We have all seen the cloud cover increas¬ 
ing, with day after day of rain. 

The Atlantic storms, following on from the floods 
in America, have wreaked havoc. Flood defences 
were overcome as a month’s rain fell in one day, on 
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waterlogged ground and swollen rivers. It will take 
a long time for people to recover. The sums of com¬ 
pensation offered by the Government are too small 
and will be too little, too late. The people and their 
communities are leading the way, like the hundreds 
of volunteers clearing the storm debris. It is not good 
enough to say that this is the new normal and that we 
must learn to cope with Climate Change. Politicians 
will not make the necessary changes because they 
are only interested in getting elected. It is up to us to 
shift the balance of power to force political action at 
every level on Climate Change. 

The Docks Incinerator has dropped its latest plan¬ 
ning application for its water tanks/parking and now 
appears to be acting without planning permission. 
The incinerator is a development of national signifi¬ 
cance and should be dealt with by our Government, 
not the Vale Council. 

We still await the Environmental Impact Assess¬ 
ment which was promised by the Environment Min¬ 
ister. No one seems to want to take responsibility for 
this hot potato, passing it back and forth and letting 
the developers go ahead, even if they are breaking 
the law. Barry and Vale FoE have seen the detailed 
proposals for Model Farm and are appalled at the 
proposal to cover the fields above Porthkerry Park 
with industries and roads. We will be opposing 
these proposals all the way. FoE’s opposition to the 
dumping of Hinkley Nuclear Power Station’s mud 
on our shores will now be taken up in a special com¬ 
mittee set up by our Government. This will examine 
in detail the proposal for thousands more tons of 
radioactive waste to be transferred across the Chan¬ 
nel. We wonder if the incendiary bomb discovered 
on Penarth beach last week could be a consequence 
of previous mud dredging activity at the Hinkley 
Nuclear Site? 

The next meeting of Barry and Vale Friends of 
the Earth will be in the Castle Hotel, Jewel Street, 
Barry, on Tuesday, March 3, at 7.30pm and all are 
welcome.

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Disabled driver Spitefully’ blocked

Sharon said: “He has Fibromyalgia and he ean 
walk, but he is in immense pain when he does.” 

Sharon said that as well as no parking available on 
their street, their garage won’t aecommodate Mare 
as while it will fit the car, he would not be able to 
open the car and get out as well. 

After receiving the letter, Marc had attempted to 
reason with one of the car owners before he called 
his parents for help as they were at home nearby. 

She said: “He Imocked one of the doors and said 
to them ‘could you move your car’, and the man told 
him that he had wanted that space and that he wasn’t 
allowed to use it. 

“Marc told him ‘I’m very sorry, but it’s a free for 
all’ and he was threatened by the man who said he 
would call the police. 

“He told my son that judging from his appear¬ 
ance he was probably already known to the police 
because of his tattoos and piercings, but my son has 
never been known to the police. 

“The man had intentionally blocked him. He was 
so nasty to Marc. We haven’t spoken to the man 
since, but he was very aggressive and he shut the 
door in Marc’s face.” 

Sharon said the only way they could get Marc’s 
car free was by knocking on the other neighbour’s

door and they did come out to move their car to 
release Marc’s vehicle. 

She said: “I think the lady did try to explain why 
they did what they did, but I was too upset. 

“The problem is, there’s so many cars now. If you 
get a space then you do, and if you don’t then you 
don’t. I did try to explain that to the man.” 

While Sharon and Marc had approached South 
Wales Police for advice, they were told there was 
not much that could be done by police. It is not an 
offence to leave a note on somebody’s car or to 
block somebody in, however it is also not an offence 
to park outside somebody else’s house. 

The police’s advice had been to try to not provoke 
the situation any further. 

Sharon originally contacted The Glamorgan Gem 
with a letter in which she said Marc had “legally 
parked” his car outside two houses on Geraints Way. 

She said: “It was the nearest spot to access our 
house. He was not blocking either driveway. 

“He chose this spot as he suffers immense pain 
when walking, and he used either crutches or a 
walking stick. 

“On his return he found two spiteful neighbours 
had intentionally blocked him. 

“He then had a lecture that it was not his spot to 
use.” 

Sharon George, who said her side street has 
limited parking, said Marc is not the only driver to 
have experienced problems on Geraints Way. 

The letter said: “My son is now aware that this 
has happened to other cars also. The police say this 
is a sadly common behaviour as when an officer 
confronts them they will either pretend it is an 
honest mistake, or blame the other neighbour. 

“As we do not wish to have further contact with 
the two houses, he said that should this happen in 
an emergency situation, as our elderly relative with 
severe health issues is cared for by us, then we 
would have to dial 999. 

“I am shocked that unkind people are so heartless 
to deny my disabled son a shorter walk home and 
that the police have such little interest in this kind 
of obstruction.” 



MP furious at tax increases 
of 43% since 2010 



Vale of Glamorgan MP Alun Cairns claims figures show the ‘shocking escalation’ 
of charges being imposed on residents by the local authority. 


AHEAD of this week’s crucial vote in the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council on the next 
year’s Council Tax rate, figures have been 
released which highlight the shocking 
escalation of charges on residents by the 
local authority. 

Local MP Alun Cairns has unearthed figures 
which show the Vale of Glamorgan Council have 
increased council tax by almost double, compared to 
the average in England over the last decade. 

Research undertaken by the House of Commons 
Library shows the Vale of Glamorgan has increased 
the council tax for Band D properties by 43% since 
2010, whereas the average increase throughout 
England for this period stands at just 22%. This hike 
in tax sees residents from Band D properties in the 
Vale being charged £466 a year more in 2019/2020 
than in 2010/2011. 


On Wednesday, Vale of Glamorgan councillors 
will vote on a further increase of 4.9%, while 
inflation is only 1.8%. Alun Cairns has criticised 
local politicians who have voted in favour of these 
increases and is calling on them to reject this year’s 
additional increase of 4.9%. 

He said: “As Secretary of State for Wales I nego¬ 
tiated a new settlement which sees Wales receive 
£120 for every £100 spent in England, and so it is 
shocking to discover the figures between Wales and 
England differ so much. Yet again, residents in Vale 
are being used as a cash cow. 

“These increases simply undermine the work 
being done to attract investment. We are engaging 
with businesses who are interested in relocating 
to the Vale but the council is painting a picture of 
taxing when they can - with increases in council tax 
and new parking charges.”

that the carpet had 
been installed before 
Wetherspoon had asked 
the council for permis- 
sion to use the Coat of 
Arms. 

After Mr Martin 
refused to remove the 
rug, town councillors 
sought legal advice with 
one option being to take 
the company to the Court 
of Chivalry, which last 
sat in 1737. 

And now discussions 
to find an amicable 
resolution to the 
'ridiculous’ rug 
row have taken 
place between 
Mr Martin and 
disgruntled 
dignitaries. 

Mr Martin 
told the 
Glamorgan 
GEM that 
he’d hoped the 
meeting, held 
behind closed 
doors at Barry 
Town Council’s 
offices, had been 
constructive. 

The business¬ 
man revealed that 
he’d offered to 
remove the carpet 
once it has worn 
out in a few years’ 
time. 

Mr Martin explained: 
“1 just think it has gotten 
out of hand, ft doesn’t 
make any sense to the 
public. 

“We had the best of 
intentions. We spent 
nearly Elm buying the 
building next door to 
the pub and improving 
facilities. 

“We always try to 
incorporate local history 
into the design of our 
pubs.” 


Mr Martin added: “It 
is a shame to have a pub, 
which people like, get¬ 
ting involved in this sort 
of controversy. 

“We made an offer to 
take the carpet out once 
it has worn out, which 
will probably be in three 
or so years. 

“I would like to 
find an amicable res¬ 
olution because this is 
ridiculous.” 

Talking about his 
recent meeting with 
councillors, Mr Martin 
said: “I did get a courte¬ 
ous reception. 

“The councillors were 
polite. Hopefully it was 
constructive.” 

And he reckoned that 
it would be a “waste of 
time and money” if the 
town council took his 
business to the Court of 
Chivalry, a court set up 
in the 14th century to 
settle disputes involving 
coats of arms. 

Minutes of the pri¬ 
vate meeting said that 
Mr Martin “noted that 
there had not been a 
situation this extreme 
in JD Wetherspoon’s 
history and felt that it 
was important to reach a 
resolution.” 

The official document 
added: “Mr Martin noted 
that he felt it was not 
necessary to get into an 
argument over a small 
area of carpet. 

“He further noted 
that he felt the public’s 
perception was that the 
council was being too 
extreme in requesting a 
specially designed carpet 
be removed.” 

Councillors resolved 
to wait for Mr Martin 
to come up with a string 
of possible resolutions, 
which are set to be dis¬ 
cussed later this month. 

A spokesman for 
Barry Town Council 
said: “The council has 
asked Wetherspoon to

remove the carpet bear¬ 
ing the Coat of Arms. 

“That is because the

groups and bodies which 
it wishes to endorse and 
support, it is inappropri¬ 
ate for organisations, and 
in particular commercial 
organisations, to adopt 
the Arms without obtain¬ 
ing the council’s consent. 

The spokesman added: 
“The council, however, 
remains hopeful that a 
resolution acceptable 


to both parties can be 
agreed, which will avoid 
the undesirable costs of 
court proceedings, and 
which respects both the 
council’s need to control 
the use of its Arms, and 
Wetherspoon’s desire to 
be associated with and 
serve the community. 

“That was why Mr 
Martin was invited to 


attend the council meet¬ 
ing in January, and the 
council is due to explore 
this possibility further 
with Wetherspoon at the 
end of this month. 

“In the light of those 
ongoing discussions it 
is inappropriate for the 
Council to comment fur¬ 
ther on the detail of the 
dispute at this stage”.

Revamp at leisure centre

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‘Overwhelming support’ 
for group’s fight to save 
school building 


CAMPAIGNERS fight¬ 
ing to save Cowbridge’s 
former sixth form build¬ 
ing from being flattened 
to make way for housing 
will be out in force this 
weekend. 

A petition has been launched 
calling on the Welsh Government 
to step in and protect the build¬ 
ing, along Aberthin Road, from 
demolition. 

Campaigners are heading 
to Cowbridge town centre on 
Saturday (February 29) to drum 
up more support for their cause 
and collect signatures for the peti¬ 
tion. The group will be outside 
Cafe Nero from 10.30am until 
3.30pm. 

Hafod Housing Association 
has plans to clear the site and 
build 34 homes, 14 properties less 
than the association had originally 
earmarked for the area. 

Nearly 1,000 objectors have 
signed the petition calling for 
action. 

A spokesman for the group 
fighting to save the building said: 
“The campaign to save for for¬ 
mer girls’ school continues to 
receive overwhelming support. 
The petition is urging the Welsh 
Government to intervene and pro¬ 
tect the future of the school and 
is available to sign in many shops 
along Cowbridge high street.” 

The spokesman added: “Since 
Hafod Housing Association first 
submitted plans to demolish the 
school more than a year ago, new 
information has come to light 
about the historical and architec¬ 
tural importance of the school. 

“Last year the campaign group 



commissioned a report by her¬ 
itage consultant Rob Scourfield 
who uncovered a wealth of 
information. 

“Perhaps most striking is that 
the school was the first to be built 
specifically fort the intermediate 
education of girls not only in 
Wales but also the first through¬ 
out England and Wales. 

“The school stands as an attrac¬ 
tive reminder to a pivotal moment 
of Welsh history and equal oppor¬ 
tunities in women’s education. 

“The group will continue 
to fight to save this important 
historic asset for generations to 
come.” 

South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies reckons the 
housing association’s scheme 


would result in the “tearing down 
on a historic landmark.” 

Mr Davies has backed the 
campaign to save building, and 
has urged as many residents as 
possible to sign the petition. 

He said Hafod Housing’s plans 
for development were wholly 
inappropriate and must not go 
ahead. 

The AM said:“The Old Girls’ 
Grammar School is part of the 
history of Cowbridge, and these 
plans to tear it down must be 
stopped. 

“The local action group have 
organised a petition, which is now 
live, and I’m urging all residents 
to go online and sign. 

“Hafod’s plans are completely 
inappropriate, and would be 


hugely destructive. We 
need to work together 
to make sure they do 
become a reality.”

Authority to 
create £650k 
childcare facility 


THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Council is spending £650,000 
to create childcare provision 
at Ysgol Dewi Sant in Llantwit 
Major. 

This money will be spent on build¬ 
ing a facility to accommodate three 
and four-year-olds enrolled under the 
30-hour childcare offer.

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Could Tara be the 
oldest cat in Wales?

A FAMILY in Cowbridge are questioning 
whether their purr-feet pet cat is the oldest 
in Wales as it gets ready to turn twenty-six. 

Tara was bom in March 1994, and has lived with 
the Rosser family in Llyswomey since she was a tiny 
kitten and outliving other three other cats. 

Bill Clinton was the president of America, the Play 
Station One was released and Love is All Around by 
Wet Wet Wet was number one when the ragdoll cat 
was bom - incidentally the same year that Disney’s 
Lion King was released in the cinema. 

Mike Rosser was only two years old 
and his sister, Jessica was only three when 
their parents James, better known as Jim, 
and Pamela brought Tara home to the 
family home, where she still lives with 
Pamela, near Cowbridge. 

Mike said they realised just 
how old the moggy was when they 
checked with their vet. Shepherds in 
Brackla, who printed off her original 
certificate showing details like her 
breed and that she was neutered for c''* 
them. ^ 

The 28-year-old said: “When we first ^ 
had Tara, we took her to have all of her 
injections and operations and stuff like 
that, and my mum would have probably 
told them Tara’s rough birthday then.” 

The certificate has Tara’s birthday as March 
18 1994, and her weight at the time of registration as 
less than four pounds. 

Mike, who now lives in Cardiff, said: “She’s always 
been part of our lives really, from day one - or it feels 
that way for me because 1 can always remember her 


being there, obviously 1 can’t speak for Jess. 

“It has been pretty fun having her around, it’s a bit 
like having another sibling really.” 

The family made the decision to investigate Tara’s 
age following the death of Jim Rosser last year after 
he was diagnosed with cancer. 

Mike said: “We only decided to check whether 
she was Wales’ oldest cat after a discussion when 
my dad passed away in October. We went to ask the 
vets around November or December time and then we 
started looking to see about the oldest cats. First we 
Googled the oldest cat in the world, then we Googled 
for the UK, but then nothing came up for Wales.” 

Despite the feline clocking up around 120 years in 
cat years, she still has a little while to go before she 
can be crowned the oldest cat in the UK or the world. 

Most house cats live, on average, to the age of 15, 
however the UK’s oldest cat. Rubble the ginger and 
white Maine-Coone type cat, is currently aged 31 and 
the world’s oldest living cat. 

The oldest house cat in the world on record was 
Creme Puff who lived from August 1967 until 
August 2005 in Austin, Texas - she was an 
incredible 38 years old and three days when 
she died. 

Mike said Tara, who still loves milk, 
sunbathing, sitting by the fire and bullying 
the local dogs, has slowed down from 
when they had first had her, but she is 
still healthy and bright. 

He said her main issue 
is that she needs a “ped¬ 
icure” as she doesn’t

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I’M writing this month’s 
column in the aftermath of 
storms Ciara and Dennis, 
which are among the worst I 
can remember, particularly 
as they were in succession and 
after one of the wettest peri¬ 
ods in our recent history. 

This certainly makes you realise, 
not just by looking at Britain but 
worldwide, that we are experiencing 
extreme phenomena, and this must be 
a direet result of climate change. 

If anyone doesn’t believe that cli¬ 
mate change exists, then explain it 
to those people in Wales and beyond 
who have been affected. 

My heart goes out to them, espe¬ 
cially those who live and work in our 
neighbouring Authorities of Rhondda 
Cynon Taf and Merthyr Tydfil. I 
have never known places like Taff s 
Well or Treforest Industrial Estate 
being flooded in that way previously. 
Thankfully we were spared this time! 

As a Couneil, we aeted promptly, 
with our Emergency Response Team 
immediately going into action, help¬ 
ing to keep disruption to a minimum 
locally, while at the same time also 
offering assistance to some other 
Authorities that were worse hit, like 
RCT. 

I would, therefore, like to take this 
opportunity to thank our dedicated 
staff who earried out their duties in 
some of the worst possible conditions. 
We are indebted to them, particularly 
as this work is carried out by many 
of the same staff who daily help keep 
our streets clean and pick up and 
remove our refuse and reeycling; they 
are a credit to our service. 

Hopefully, on a brighter note, 
with spring around the comer, better 
weather is on the way and we will 
all have the opportunity to enjoy the 
many top-notch resorts and facilities 
we are blessed with in the Vale. 

In terms of progressing our pol¬ 
icies, we have recommended to 
Council the budget proposals for next 
year. Although we have been lucky 
in receiving extra funding from the 
Welsh Government, we still have to 
ensure that our services to the public 
are maintained. 

As part of providing those ser¬ 
vices, you might have notieed that 
the Council’s Cabinet last week 
released its new proposals regarding 
car parking. 


After listening closely to residents, 
businesses and others, we have rec¬ 
ommended new proposals which are 
both reasonable and proportionate 
and allow us to maintain our car 
parks in town centres, resorts and 
country parks. 

Cmcially, there will be no charging 
for on-street parking anywhere in the 
Vale. 

We will not eharge to park at 
Country Parks before 10am and there 
will be at least two hours free parking 
in designated ‘shoppers car parks’ in 
Barry and Cowbridge. Regrettably, 
I notice that some politicians, who 
previously wanted more draconian 
proposals, have been describing this 
proposal as a Council u-tum. What 
is conveniently being overlooked is 
the fact that last year’s Draft Parking 
Strategy was the work of a com¬ 
pletely different administration and 
so this is certainly not a u-tum. 

I consider the new parking pro¬ 
posals to be fair and reasonable. 
They will not fleece residents, as 
was suggested previously. In fact, 
when in opposition, my colleagues 
and I opposed any form of on-street 
parking charge, something we have 
ensured is the case. 

We also argued there should be 
no charges at non-resort coastal car 
parks like Cold Knap, Bron y Mor, 
Cwm Colhuw, Cliff Walk, Llwyn 
Passat, West Farm and Portobello - 
and we have stuck by those principles 
too. 

These new proposals have reversed 
many of the charges previously put 
forward and I believe represent a 
fair and reasonable approaeh to car 
parking. 

We are proposing to change the 
charging at Barry Island car parks to 
make them all-year round, reflecting 
our current charges at Southemdown 
and Ogmore-by-Sea. Any additional 
ineome raised at these resort car 
parks will help to support the services 
required to maintain the resorts in 
the light of them becoming all-year- 
round destinations. 

There would also be a small charge 
to park at country parks from 10am, 
with up to two hours parking costing 
£1, four hours £2 or all day £4. 

Also, reasonably prieed six-month 
or 12-month parking permits will 
be available for residents and busi¬ 
nesses who use either our resort car 
parks or country park car parks more 


regularly. 

We also want to create a greater 
turnover of visitors at our two major 
shopping areas and so intend ereating 
two shoppers’ car parks at Wyndham 
Street in Barry and the Town Hall car 
park in Cowbridge. These would be 
free to use for up to two hours after 
which the charges would be £2 for 
up to four hours and £6 for all-day 
parking. 

We have been mindful of those 
people who work in our towns and 
will not charge to park on-street, in 
the two pocket ear parks at Kendrick 
Road and Thompson Street or at 
the multi-storey car park in Barry. 
Similarly, there will be free car park¬ 
ing in the Butts in Cowbridge. 

I appreciate that any car parking 
charges are likely to prove unpop¬ 
ular, but it is important to be elear 


about why they are necessary. We 
will also be making parking enforce¬ 
ment a priority and will be stringent 
in that area. 

To assist in that enforcement, 
we will take remedial measures to 
signpost visitors to the ear parks and 
put in place signage to discourage 
anyone parking in residential areas. 
Following on from that, we will con¬ 
sider if any new residential parking 
permit areas are needed to be put 
in plaee. 

So far, these proposals have been 
greeted positively and seen as a 
sensible way forward and again I 
emphasise that any income would be 
reinvested, helping us maintain and 
improve these facilities.

THE Conservative Vale 
County Councillors for Dinas 
Powys carried out a litter 
picking session along the ash 
path last week and collected 10 
black bags of refuse. 

Cllr Vince Driscoll said: “We were 
all shocked by the level of littering; 
we are angry that a small number of 
people feel that is OK to discard wrap¬ 
pers, empty cans and bottles along this 
well used route. They show a blatant 
disregard for the community in which 
they live, and don’t seem to realise 
that they are detracting from the life 
experience of other residents.” 

Cllr Steve Griffiths added: “Littering 
is a blight that affects everyone in the 
community and we feel that it results 
from a lack of education about how to 
be a responsible member of society, a 


lack of empathy with how their actions 
will impact on other residents of the 
village.” 

Cllr Andy Robertson said that 
he thought the Welsh Government 
should spend more on anti-littering 
campaigns. “The Government used 
to run public information campaigns 
to discourage littering, and I believe 
they were very effective. Many people 
will remember the ‘Keep Britain Tidy’ 
campaigns and I would like to see these 
reinstated. Cleaning up after anti-social 
behaviour like littering and fly tipping 
costs the Vale of Glamorgan Council 
a huge amount of council taxpay¬ 
ers’ money which could otherwise be 
spent on essential services.” Cllr Rob 
Crowley added: “It would not take a 
huge amount of effort on the part of 
these few offenders to improve our 
environment dramatically.”

Flooding aftermath: 
‘Government’s cuts 
must be revisited’ 


COMMENTING on the Welsh 
Government update on Storm Dennis 
and its Emergency Flood Summit on 
February 25, speaking outside the 
Senedd chamber. Shadow Minister for 
Environment, Andrew RT Davies AM/ 
AC said: “The scenes across south Wales 
have been truly devastating, and my 
thoughts and sympathies remain with 
those who have been badly affected over 
past couple of weeks. 

“With the post-mortem underway, the Welsh 
Labour Government’s eontinued failure to publish 
a flood risk management strategy must be rectified 
as soon as possible so the most up-to-date defences 


and coastal risk management activities are imple¬ 
mented to protect communities across Wales. 

“The Welsh Government and UK Government 
must also continue its joint approach to securing the 
safety of the thousands of coal tips that lie across 
South Wales, following the landslip we witnessed 
last week in Tylorstown. 

“Finally, serious reconsideration must be 
afforded to the flatline budget given to Natural 
Resources Wales. 

“As the Minister herself has previously conceded, 
Welsh Government budget decisions are impacting 
directly on the ability of NRW to deliver services 
and take on new duties, and this real-terms cut 
must be revisited, especially in light of the dramatic 
floods and the Welsh Government’s declaration last 
year of a climate emergency.”

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KEEPING 
BEES 

News from Fonmaen Apiary 

With Harold Williams 
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It’s been a leisurely time for 
the winter bees 




THERE has not been a lot of external activity 
just yet, however signs of spring are begin¬ 
ning to show. 

Snowdrops, crocus and even some cherry 
blossom are out, so when the weather 
conditions are favourable some foraging is 
underway. 

These foragers are the winter occupants 
of a hive and they are now some five months 
old, which is very old when you compare the 
lifespan of their summer sisters (six weeks). 

Why this difference in lifespan? 

Well, winter bees are not as active as their 
summer sisters. In summer it is all go for the 
occupants of the hive, and long summer days 
mean long working hours. 

The procuring of nectar and pollen to 
provide for the internal occupants of the hive 
is the driving force that leads to this brief 
lifespan of a forager. 

Before they take on their foraging lifestyle, 
each of these bees has already used up 
some three weeks of its six-week life growing 
into an adult. 

What activities are undertaken by a 
young internal bee? 

Their queen has to be cared for. 
Temperature and humidity levels must be 
maintained so that eggs may hatch. The 
larvae that develop from these eggs have to 
be fed; wax must be produced to build the 
cells to meet the ever-expanding population 
of a summer colony. 


Cells that have seen use must be cleaned 
and made ready to accept incoming pollen or 
nectar, and of course to provide their queen 
with receptacles for her egg laying. 

The incoming nectar and pollen must be 
allocated storage space so when a forager 
enters the hive she is met and relieved of 
her burden, and this is stored by the internal 
bees. 

Another item that foragers collect is 
propolis! 

This is a very sticky resin that trees and 
some plants produce, and the bees make use 
of it to seal up any cracks within the hive and 
as a very efficient disinfectant. 

Should any object appear in the hive that 
the bees themselves have not introduced, 
it will be embalmed in propolis and very 
effectively isolated and rendered harmless to 
the inhabitants. 

Much, much more goes on inside a 
summer beehive, even at night, so is it any 
wonder that this very useful insect just wears 
itself out in its pursuit of the welfare of colony 
members? 

Our winter bees have no foraging to do; 
their sisters have left in-house stores to meet 
their daily requirements. Keeping themselves 
and their queen alive is their only task in 
hand, until the lengthening days herald 
the return of spring, and colony expansion 
gets underway - leading, of course, to their 
demise. 


Can we solve the 
plastic problem? 


ENVIRONMENTALIST Brian Mayne 
begins his new monthly column looking 
at everyday environmental issues. 

Brian is a fellow of the Royal Society of Arts, 
as well as the Chartered Institution of Wastes 
Management, Chartered Environmentalist and 
is recognised by the International Solid Waste 
Association as an International Waste Manager, 

He begins his monthly series of articles with a 
look at some of the issues surrounding plastics. 

It’s difficult not to turn on the TV, read a paper 
or look online these days without seeing a story 
about plasties polluting our seas, littering our 
streets and poisoning our wildlife, so what ean be 
done? 

To begin with, it’s worth reminding ourselves 
that plastie is not just one material - teehnieally 
it’s a eollective term for a variety of synthetie 
polymers. 

Goods made from plasties have been increasing 
exponentially sinee the middle of last eentury. 
Many of these produets, unfortunately, are ereated 
for single use; roughly half of plastie is used onee 
and thrown away. 

Not only is this harmful to the environment 
and the oeeans, but it is also damaging to wildlife

- where it affeets hundreds of speeies in the oeean. 
The Oeean Conservancy reported that plastie has 
been found in more than 60 per eent of all seabirds 
and 100 per cent of sea turtle speeies. 

And things are not getting any better. 

The World Economie Forum states that 32 per 
eent of the 78 million tons of plastic packaging 
produced annually is left to flow into our oeeans; 
the equivalent of pouring one refuse truek of plastie 
into the oeean every minute. This is expeeted to 
inerease to two per minute by 2030 and four per 
minute by 2050. By 2050, this eould mean there 
will be more plastie than fish in the world’s oeeans. 

A solution to the plastie problem requires gov¬ 
ernment intervention, produeer responsibility and 
eonsumer aetion. Welsh Government has already 
set out its ambition to phase out single use plastie. 

Its aim to make Wales beeome the first eountry 
to send zero plastic to landfill is commendable. The 
intention, along with the UK Government and the 
other devolved administrations, is to introduee a 
number of measures ineluding a plastie packaging 
tax. Extended Produeer Responsibility (EPR) for 
packaging, a Deposit Return Scheme for 
dri nk s containers (Scotland has already 
introdueed this), and applying bans or 
restrietions to phase out single use plastie. 

EPR is a eoneept whereby brand owners 
and manufacturers take environmental 
responsibility for their produets and the 
associated paekaging when they beeome 
waste. This should help aehieve more 
plastie being reeyeled, therefore redueing 
plastie waste. 

Already in the Vale we ean reeyele 
plasties like shampoo/eonditioner bottles, 
milk bottles, drinks bottles, Tetra Paks (eg 
juiee eartons), eleaning produet bottles, 
yoghurt pots, containers used for things 
like strawberries and takeaway plastic 
boxes and lids. 

This list will likely expand as the new 
legislation is introduced. 

A further element of the seheme will 
ensure that manufacturers start looking 
more elosely at designing produets for 
re-use or reeyclability. 

A major problem is that often produets 
are designed with different materials 
mixed together, making it diffieult to 
separate them and therefore problematic to 
recycle. 

As far as reeycling goes, we can have 
the best colleetion systems in the world, 
but if we as eonsumers don’t use them or 
don’t know how to use them properly, then 
the whole eoneept fails. 

In the same way it’s pointless to colleet 
materials for recyeling, unless there is 
a market. Fortunately, a major element 
of EPR is that not only does it involve 
eompanies engaging and encouraging the 
publie to recycle but it also supports the 
development of markets. 



AM raises question of watercourse erosion on 
unclaimed fand after concerns from residents 


OGMORE AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
intends to raise the fraught issue of erosion 
by rivers and streams close to the back 
gardens of terraced houses in his constitu¬ 
ency of Ogmore, which he believes may be 
a hidden problem affecting thousands of 
properties across Wales and England. 

The recent storms have shown that we are going 
to faee more frequent and heavy rain storms, causing 
our major rivers to flood in places which haven’t seen 
flooding for many years. But residents in Ogmore 
have also raised with Huw their eoneems over the 
many smaller streams in the upper valleys which turn 
into raging torrents under storm conditions. To make 
it worse, often there is no clear ownership of these 
riverbanks. A good example is the elassic baek-lane of 
a row of terraces whieh a stream may run alongside. 


where decades ago the old eouneil-truek may have 
rumbled along clearing out the bins. But more often 
now this is known as an ‘unadopted road’ or baek 
lane, whieh the eouncil does not own or maintain. As 
these un-owned lanes flood and get eroded, there is 
no-one to take responsibility for proteeting the lanes 
or the properties. 

One example of this is the back lane alongside 
Caerau Road and Blaencaerau Road in the upper 
Llynfi valley above Maesteg. This is normally a small 
watercourse, not even classified as a river in its upper 
reaches. Yet in the recent floods it surged over the baek 
lanes behind the terraces. Over several years, residents 
say it has steadily eroded the banks towards the baek 
gardens of the houses, and in some places the lane has 
beeome just a narrow path (see picture attaehed). 

“If there is clear ownership of these lanes and the 
land up to the watereourse, then there is a clear legal 
position,” says Huw, adding: “Where ownership can 


be established - even if it is the residents - then the 
owners are liable for the watercourse up to its mid¬ 
point. But because we eannot establish ownership, 
either because they are unadopted roads or because the 
ownership is lost in time, then nobody can take respon¬ 
sibility or do anything. And believe you me, we have 
tried the local authority, NRW, the Coal Authority 
and anyone else who might have an interest! In these 
eases, nobody wants to have ownership and take 
responsibility. Meanwhile the erosion eontinues, and 
householders get more worried every time it rains.” 

Huw will be asking Welsh Government Ministers to 
examine the issue and come up with solutions for this 
‘no man’s land’ problem of unadopted baek lanes and 
strips of land adjoining riverbanks. He believes that 
this will be a problem affeeting many valleys homes, 
yet many people may not even be aware there is an 
issue until it is too late.

IT’S Friday night, I am sitting in the 
Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl, and I am 
more than somewhat excited, as tonight 
the Bridgend Youth Theatre (BYT) 
will be performing the classic musical 
Guys and Dolls, writes Glamorgan Gem 
reporter Philip Irwin. 

What’s more, I am further reassured because 
I see that Mr Roger Burnell is the 
director, Miss Annie Davies is the 
choreographer, and Miss Shelley 
Rees is the assistant director. 

Now, people who know 
these things tell me that 
Shelley knows more about 
stagecraft than Mindys know 
about cheesecake, while Annie 
knows more about dancing than 
Benny Southstreet knows about 
setting odds for the 3.30 at 
Saratoga. 

Furthermore, I am 
reliably informed that 
Roger Burnell 
knows more

quick-drying cement. 

OK. Enough of the Damon Runyan pastiche, 
but the point here is that Guys and Dolls does 
ask you to leave your modern-day sensibilities 
behind and enter a perfectly preserved imaginary 
world. In Damon Runyan’s New York, grifters 
and gamblers are ‘characters’ and the dolls are 
strictly decorative. You won’t find any of the 
female characters carving out a career as a 
corporate executive. 

Even the gangsters are 

comic figures - unless they 
have put out a contract 
on you. 

So, Guys and Dolls is 
as much an imaginary 
world as Brigadoon, but 
when you suspend your 
judgement and enter, 

you find yourself in one of 
the perfect musicals, where 
every song has its place, and 
every line of dialogue will 
either make you laugh or 
will move the plot along. 
The story piv¬ 
ots around two 

romances. There 
is the long-run¬ 
ning one 
between crap 
game organ¬ 
iser Nathan 
Detroit (Jude 
Blake) and 
night club 
singer Miss 
Adelaide 
(there were 
two Miss 
Adelaides - 
more on that 
later).

Now, Jack and Eddylia were the leads four 
weeks ago when Porthcawl Comprehensive 
School put on Sister Act and they picked up rave 
reviews on social media. As a result, I thought 
that people would return to see them in this show 
but Porthcawl is a funny town and, despite local 
actors featuring in BYT shows, residents simply 
do not show up in the numbers you would hope 
for. The stay-aways missed a treat. 

Let’s leave the lead actors for the moment, 
because the BYT has always been about more 
than that. The show opens with two young girls 
on stage, and their role is to watch and react as the 
larger-than life Runyon characters appear. 

They point at the glamorous ladies, the atten¬ 
tive boy-friends, the scurrying small time crooks, 
the cops, the show girls, the Salvation Army and 
the cops. 

As with so many BYT shows, there is too much 
happening on stage to take it all in, but the point 
is that the young ones learn early that they are on 
stage to act and react, not just to stand there - and 
it pays dividends years later when it’s their turn 
to tackle main roles. 

So, let’s return to the lead roles. Jack Williams, 
playing Sky Masterton, is attracting the interest 
of a number of drama colleges and this show only 
enhanced his prospects. His acting has always 
been solid but his singing has come on in leaps 
and bounds. 

You can totally believe that the strait-laced 
buttoned-up Miss Sarah could fall for him. 

His big number, of course, is ‘Luck be a Lady’ 
and he was right on the money with this one. 

Miss Sarah (Eddylia Osbourne) and her direc¬ 
tor set a trap and I have to confess that I fell right 
into it. Her first song, a duet with Sky, is ‘I’ll 
Know’ - one of those songs when the singers 
are getting interested in each other, against their 
better judgement. 

I thought her delivery of this song was too 
formal - too classical - but that was part of 
the set up for 15 minutes later, when Sky had 
whisked her off to Havana, and she had (literally 
and figuratively) let her hair down after several 
Cuban cocktails. 

‘If I were a Bell’ is one of the classic Broadway 
tunes - a real swing number about falling in love 
and she was perfect - exuberant and lost in the 
moment. The contrast between her first meeting 
with Sky and this evening in Cuba was only 
emphasised by the way she sang the two songs. 

I didn’t see Sister Act but friends I trust tell 
me she was at home with the pop and soul songs 
in that show, so Eddylia has really proved her 
versatitlity in a breakthrough year for her. 

Returning to the other pair of lovers, Jude 
Blake (Nathan Detroit) is another BYT stalwart 
who gets better each year, and he was completely 



at home playing the stressed out, put upon fixer 
who is under pressure from all sides. 

He had the extra challenge of rehearsing with 
two Miss Adelaides, as Lili Smith took the role on 
Thursday, while Aisling Thomas was the Friday 
Adelaide. 

When the BYT performed Chorus Line last 
year, these two took key comedy roles, and they 
proved their worth again this year. Aisling opted 
for a comedy red wig, while Lili chose to use 
her own hair, so to speak, but they both had the 
audience in stitches, making the most of one of 
the great Broadway comic roles. 

‘Adelaide’s Lament’ - explaining why she 
can’t shift her psychosomatic cold, is a great 
comic song and they both squeezed the naximum 
out of it. 

There were plenty of strong performances from 
the rest of the cast. Patrick O’Neill was excellent 
as Benny Southstreet, and he worked well on 
stage with William Evans, who played Nicely 
Nicely Johnson. 

William, of course, gets one of the biggest 
numbers - ‘Sit Down You’re Rocking the Boat’ 
and he and the entire cast brought the house down 
with it. 

In many ways, ‘Sit Down’ is the show’s finale. 
There’s a bit of plot to tie up, and Miss Adelaide 
and Miss Sarah find common ground in the belief 
that they can each make the man of their choice 
mend his ways once they are officially hitched 
(‘Marry the Man Today’). 

Then the lovers get married and, in the best 
tradition of fables and fairy tales, they head off 
to live happily ever after. Another year, another 
great BYT show. Roger Burnell is a Cardiff City 
fan and, if the Bluebirds were as consistent in 
performance level as the BYT, they would have 
been in the Premier League for the last 20 years!

Welsh Government 
leadership missing in 
struggle against flooding 


TOWNS and villages in parts of Wales 
are still in the process of recovering from 
the two most recent seasonal storms - 
Ciara and Dennis - which hit over the 
past two successive weekends, causing 
misery to hundreds of families in Wales, 
and many more in other parts of the UK. 

First expressing his gratitude to the emergency 
services, Paul Davies AM/AC - Leader of the 
Opposition in the Welsh Parliament - then ques¬ 
tioned the First Minister over his administration’s 
approach to flood prevention and alleviation strat¬ 
egies. He asked if the First Minister was confident 
that the Welsh Labour Government was doing all 
it could to protect communities, before referring 
to concerns raised by Mari Arthur, chair of Welsh 
Water’s independent advisory panel. 

She said: “We’re missing that leadership, I feel, 
at the top to bring that together. That’s why things 
aren’t happening.” Mr Davies said that it has been 
10 years since the publication of the last flood risk 
management strategy, adding: “We have yet to 
see an updated strategy, which surely will help in 
making sure that responses are better coordinated 
in the future.” 

He then called on the First Minister to accept 
that the delay in publishing a flood risk manage¬ 
ment strategy has made some communities feel 
that flooding is simply not a priority, adding: “It’s 


time that more effective leadership is shown on 
this matter.” 

Mr Davies, who last week visited communities 
affected by flooding, reported conversations with 
businesses and residents and said: “Perhaps we 
need to rethink how we address flooding in the 
future, especially given the warning signs received 
at the start of the Assembly, because people I 
spoke with believe that more could have been done 
sooner to mitigate the impact of flooding on their 
communities.” 

Mr Davies added: “Let’s be clear about this, we 
all accept that the Welsh Government can’t control 
the weather - and nor can it prevent all flooding - 
but it is responsible for developing an holistic plan 
with all stakeholders and concerned parties. 

“What these people, some of whom were hit 
twice within a week, need is reassurance that the 
Welsh Government will do all it can to prevent - 
and then mitigate the effects of - flooding, because 
storms, rain, and floods will, of course, come again. 

“Key to this is updating the flood risk manage¬ 
ment strategy, and making it fit for the 2020s and 
onwards. We have been waiting for it for two years 
now, and to hear that the First Minister believes it 
will be ready in ‘a couple of months’ is too late, 
and must come as a bitter blow to those residents 
still trying to repair their homes after these devas¬ 
tating floods.”

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Tony Yates takes the Volvo S90 T8 AWD 

for a spin 



THIS week’s motoring review con¬ 
siders the S90 T8 - a vehicle that is 
beyond doubt an amazing piece of 
machinery, writes Tony Yates. 

Power and efficiency 

THIS particular S90 is powered by a 1969cc 
petrol engine that has 303hp and 400Nm of 
torque. Factor in the 87hp eleetric motor whieh 
also has an additional 240Nm of torque, and it 
means you really do start to see in a very short 
time how things ean get very exciting indeed! 

Top speed comes in at around 155mph and 
a 0-62 time, just a shy over 4.8 seconds. This 
is a big car, though - and I felt the engine was 
more than big enough to easily propel you from 
zero to hero in no time at all. If you select one 
of the more ‘engaging’ driving modes, things 
really do start to hot up! 

On the road 

I expected nothing but the best from the S90 
and I was not disappointed. The S90 does not 
roll and seamper around like a scalded cat - it 
just glides. It’s actually like driving around 
on a eushion of air. It’s so good, I really just 
wanted to go out and buy one right away. Also, 
the grip levels are staggering and very well 
balanced, thanks to the Volvo engineers getting 
everything just right. 

The S90 also has AWD which means it will 
keep you firmly planted to the road ahead. 
You also have the assurance that everything 
beneath you is doing a proper job of keeping on 
the right track. As we all know, Volvo majors 
on safety in all its vehicles, and the S90 is no 
different - it ticks all the boxes here. Well 
done, Volvo - for everything. 

Safety and technology 

THE S90 has many features and cutting-edge 
technology as standard: oncoming lane 


mitigation, run-off road proteetion, driver alert eontrol 
with lane keeping aid, dual stage driver and passen¬ 
ger airbags, SIPS, road sign information display, 
full-length IC (inflatable curtains) WHIPS, anti-theft 
alarm, 9” centre console portrait touch screen, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth handsfree system, Sensus Conneet 
with high-performance sound (10 speakers), speed 


sensitive steering, hill start assist, drive mode settings, 
keyless drive with remote tag and dynamic chassis. 
Plus: 18” 10 spoke turbine alloy wheels, tyre pressure 
monitoring system, 12.3” active TFT crystal driver’s 
information display and heated front seats. Also, 
as it’s the T8 model version, you also get electric 
rear axle drive, auxiliary fuel-fired heater, laminated 


side and rear windows and a lithium-ion battery 
(11.6kWh).

Look to the sky this March with Dave Powell 


THIS month, the Milky Way can be seen climbing up from the northern horizon, 
rising not overhead but slightly towards the west before dropping down to the 
southern horizon. 

Between the Milky Way stars and the south-western horizon, Orion and Canis Major with the 
brilliant star Sirius command attention, and this month will be the last opportunity to explore both 
constellations. 

Almost overhead is Gemini. This constellation is dominated by two stars Castor and Pollux. Quite 
frankly, without these two bright searchlights, Gemini would not receive the attention it does. 

Which is which? As you gaze up. Castor is the top star with Pollux below it but, all is not what it 
seems. To the naked eye the two stars may look the same brightness and the ancient Greeks assigned 
Castor as brightest, therefore assigning it the Greek letter Alpha; they then gave the second brightest 
star in the constellation Pollux the Greek letter Beta. 

Now, however, we know that Pollux is brighter than Castor, although we do not change the letter¬ 
ing. Pollux is also a different colour. Binoculars will confirm its colour as being orange while Castor 


is white. These two stars are not associated as they lie at different distances from Earth. Castor is 
furthest, about 50 light years away from us while Pollux is thought to be around 30 light years distant. 
(A light year is the distance light travels in one year, something like six trillion miles.) 

We also know Pollux has at least one extrasolar planet revolving round it, while Castor is the 
brightest member of a multiple system of stars, perhaps as many as six. It is worth sweeping the 
whole constellation because should you be fortunate to have a dark sky, there is at least one open 
cluster of stars, M3 5. Try sweeping from Castor slowly along the top line of stars to locate. 

On March 1, the Moon forms a triangle with the Pleiades and Hyades star clusters, and on the 5th 
it forms a triangle with Castor and Pollux. The planet Venus is still nicely placed in the early evening 
sky, easily seen as it is the brightest object in the sky. 

If you are an early riser, on the morning of March 18, the Moon and planets Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn will all appear in the south-east.

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‘Stop pavement parking,’ 

man hit by car

A BLIND man from 
South Wales is call¬ 
ing for an end to 
pavement parking 
after he was hit by 
a car in December. 

Steve Lawrenee, 62, 
from Talbot Green, was 
walking home with his 
shopping on a residential 
street when he eneoun- 
tered two cars parked on 
the pavement. Steve, who 
uses a long cane to detect 
obstacles on his route, 
tried to avoid them. But 
one of the cars began to 
drive along the pavement 
before pulling out into 
the road, hitting Steve in 
the arm and damaging 
his cane beyond repair. 

Steve said: “Fve been 
blind since 2014 and 
have had bad experiences 
with vehicles parked on 
pavements before, but 
this was the worst. I use 
my cane to follow the 
curb when walking along 
a street, so it is difficult 
to stay on the pavement 
when there are cars in 
the way. 

“I was able to get past 
that time but then one 
started up and bumped 


me. The driver then 
swore at me before driv¬ 
ing away and obviously 
I wasn’t able to see what 
car he was driving or get 
a licence plate number.” 

Steve was in pain 
following the incident, 
but it wasn’t until 
after Christmas that he 
realised how badly his 
shoulder was injured. 
Steve continued: “I went 
to the doctor in the new 
year and they referred 
me to physiotherapy, I 
go once a week and I 
also do special exercises 
every day. I am a cam¬ 
paigner and volunteer 
and have missed many 
important meetings and 
appointments because of 
my injury. 

Steve continued: 
“The situation was so 
frustrating because I 
couldn’t do anything 
about it and the driver 
didn’t even apologise. I 
am very independent and 
confident walking alone, 
but this made me nerv¬ 
ous to walk in that area 
for a while. I worry that 
other blind and partially 
sighted people in similar 
situations would have 









their confidence knocked and be less likely to leave 
the house as a result.” 

Pavement parking is currently only illegal in cen¬ 
tral London, but many MPs, AMs and campaigners 
are calling for a nationwide ban. In January the 
National Assembly of Wales’ Petitions Committee 
began considering an 800-name petition advocat¬ 
ing for a ban. Deputy Minister for Economy and 
Transport Lee Waters AM has since set up a 
Taskforce Group to investigate the issue and explore 


potential solutions. The group aims to report its 
findings in June. 

RNIB Cymru Campaigns Ofiicer Kirsty James 
said: “Clear pavements are essential for blind and 
partially sighted people, and parking on pavements 
can cause serious problems. Vehicles parked partly 
or fully on pavements obstruct walkways and often 
can’t be detected by people with sight loss until it 
is too late. 

“Making sure walkways are safe and accessible 


is everyone’s responsibility. We will continue to 
support a ban on pavement parking and are keen to 
contribute to the Taskforce Group discussion, and 
we hope to see real change happening across Wales 
in 2020.”

The local equivalent 
at Barry was first held 
on the einder traek in 
1986 and was won 
by local athlete Mick 
McGeoch, who remains 
the race director today. 
After eonverting the 
track to a synthetic 
surface the following 
year, the Barry 40 has 
earned its place as a cult 
event on the global ultra 
calendar. 

In the previous 33 
editions no less than 
62 world best perfor¬ 
mances have been set, 
and three Barry winners 
have gone on to win 


global titles: Carolyn 
Hunter-Rowe (1993), 
Simon Pride (1999) and 
Lizzy Hawker (2006). 

The Barry Marathon 
was created in 2017 
as an opportunity for 
those who would find 
themselves unable to 
complete 40 miles in the 
allotted time, and has 
proved a popular under 
card. The event has 
been partieularly well 
supported this year, with 
19 athletes entering the 
40 miles and four the 
marathon. 

Defending ehampion 
James Elgar returns 
to defend the title he 
won in gale force con¬ 
ditions 12 months ago. 
A Rogerstone resident, 
James hopes to go faster 
this year, no doubt con¬ 
fident after reducing his 
Ironman Triathlon best 
time to eight hours 56 
minutes last year. 

If the men’s race 
looks an open affair, 
so too does the ladies’. 
Cardiff resident Raehel 
Bowen won the Welsh 
title 12 months ago, 
and faces a potentially 
thrilling challenge. 

The race will start at 
10am and admission is 
free.

Long awaited French team 
puts paid to Welsh dreams

BE careful what you wish for. 

How many times have Welsh rugby 
fans said that what the Six Nations 
needs is a strong French team? 

It’s a little late now to say that what 
we meant was a strong French side 
against England and Ireland, with Les 
Bleus going baek to being a shambles 
when they played Wales. 

There are some great talents in this 
Freneh side - partieularly at half baek 
and at eaptain. They did collect two 
yellow cards by displaying that tra¬ 
ditional French flakiness, but serum 
half Antoine Dupont and outside half 
Remain Ntamaek were cool, calm and 
clear-headed. 

From the Welsh point of view, fans 
will get worked up over the close calls 
that went against them. On balanee, 
France probably had the luck of the 
bounee too, but there were close ealls 
that went in Wales’ favour. 

However, in a game that had its fair 
share of ‘turning points’ the crucial 
14-pointer, when Ntamaek intereepted 
Niek Tompkins’ pass, was done to 
nobody other than Wales. 

It all started well for Wales when, 
after three minutes, they were awarded 
a penalty 40 metres out and Dan 
Biggar split the posts. 

However, only three minutes later 
France definitely enjoyed the rub of the 
green when Ntamaek launched the first 
of many high kieks, and this one was 
spilt by Leigh Hallpenny. He doesn’t 
drop many but, to make matters worse, 
it landed in the perfeet sport for the 
French full back, Bouthier, to take it 
at speed. 

In a flash he was gone and crossed 
in the eomer but was able to run round 
behind the posts. The conversion made 
it 7-3 to Franee. 

Things were nearly a lot worse two 
minutes later. Wales launehed a prom¬ 
ising attack but France turned it over 
elose to their own 22. Dupont spotted 
Alun Wyn Jones on the wing (an 
attacking ploy but not a great defensive 
one) and kicked low and long. 

AWJ versus right wing Terry 
Thomas was no contest but, luckily for 
Wales, when Thomas reaehed the ball, 
he tried to pick up when a kiek ahead 
was probably the better option, and the 
ball spun into toueh. 

This was to be an incident-packed 
game, and the next came just two 
minutes later, when George North and 
Gael Fickou eontested a high ball, 
and the Welsh wing took a blow to 
the head. It was totally aecidental but 
a Head Impact Assessment was nec¬ 
essary, so Jonny MeNieholl replaeed 
North, who did not get elearance to 
eome baek on. 

Tactically, Wales were using their 
baeks more than France, and the 
French line were coming up really 
quickly. It was no surprise, but Shaun 
Edwards’ coaching was definitely giv¬ 
ing Wales problems. 

On 15 minutes, after an exchange 
of kieks, Dan Bigger leapt high to take 
his own kiek and, two phases later, 
he picked out Josh Adams on the left 
wing with a pin-point kiek, Adams 
caught it and was so nearly in the clear, 
but he sensed that he was about to step 
into touch and his pass inside did not 
go to a Welsh hand. 

Soon after, France were awarded a 
penalty and Ntamaek took play from 
his own 22 to the Welsh 22. At the 
line out, Wales were penalised and 
the outside half kicked the penalty to 
make it 10-3. 

Wales were stiil producing threat¬ 
ening attaeks through the baeks, but 
France were responding with some 


ferocious counter-rucking, and they 
were getting turnovers as a result. 

However, on 25 minutes Wales 
redueed the defieit when, after winning 
a line out in the Freneh 22, they set up 
a series of drives and Biggar kicked the 
resultant penalty. 

Franee responded with a brilliant 
try. Bouthier broke and passed to 
Fakatawa and when they ball came 
back to Ntamaek, he spotted two men 
on the far touchline and his perfect 
kick was taken by Fiekou, who went 
over. 

However, referee Matthew Carley 
asked the TMO to check for a for¬ 
ward pass from Bouthier, and Wales 
breathed a eollective sigh of relief 
when the verdiet went in their favour. 

Things went wrong for Wales two 
minutes later, though. The French 
defence read a Welsh baeks’ move and 
Halfpenny was tackled. Franee kieked 
ahead and Hadleigh Parkes had no 
choiee but to take the ball into touch 
just short of the Welsh line. 

From the line out, Franee looked 
as if they would go for a drive, but 
instead they fed the ball on the blind 
side to the lock, Willemse, who was 
tackled but stretched out to ground 
the ball. Ntamaek kicked the touchline 
conversion and it was 17-6 to France. 

Wales came straight back and, 
despite the fact that Hallpenny was 
out of the play receiving treatment, 
Biggar chipped ahead, Nick Tompkins 
gathered and fed Gareth Davies, who 
was almost over. 

However, Wales had to settle for a 
penalty and it was now 17-9. 

The final five minutes of the half 
was destined to be another turning 
point, as Wales launched a series of 
attacks. Eventually, No 8 Gregory 
Alldritt pushed his luck and received 
a yellow eard. 

That last five minutes beeame 10. 
The eloek kept tieking as Wales ealled 
for a series of scrums against the 
seven-man French pack (with Fickou 
doing his best as an emergeney No 8). 

The erowd were baying for the ball 
to go wide as the French were a man 
short in the baeks but, when Wales 
finally did so, it was an untidy move 
that foundered. 

With the eloek showing 45 min¬ 
utes, Tompkins was unable to take a 
diffieult pass and knocked on. France 
eelebrated as if they had won and the 
TV direetor knew exaetly who to put 
the camera on, but it was poker face 
time for Shaun Edwards, who wasn’t 
going to eelebrate prematurely. 

Presumably, he headed to the 
dressing room to tell his players to 
eoneentrate in the second half. 

It was stating the obvious to say that 
Wales knew they were in a real game. 


but there was one chink of light. It 
has been suggested that the Freneh are 
not yet fit enough to play Edwards’ 
high intensity defenee for the full 80 
minutes. Make that 85, as the first half 
had gone on so long. 

Could they sustain it? 

The second half started with Aldritt 
still having four minutes left to sit 
in the bin, so France gave a mini 
masterclass in keeping possession until 
he came baek. Wales did get the ball 
just before he returned, but France had 
passed their first test. 

On 47 minutes, Wales scored after 
a series of forward drives. Hadleigh 
Parkes eame on the erash ball but a 
Freneh hand knocked it out of his 
grasp - straight to Dillon Lewis and 
the prop made it over the line elose 
to the posts, giving Biggar an easy 
eonversion. Just one point in it now 
at 17-16. 

All the momentum was with Wales 
now and a score looked very likely 
as they broke left. Tompkins had two 
men outside him but Ntamaek gambled 
on the interception and was away. He 
had 70 metres to go but there was no 
Welsh flyer elose enough to eatch him. 
Hadleigh Parkes tried but the French 
outside haf made it to the line and his 
conversion made it 24-16. 

A real 14-point moment. 

The next 10 minutes were a little 
untidy, but on the hour mark, Wales 
were penlised and Ntamaek - already 
a dead cert for man of the mateh - 
kieked the 40-metre penalty to streteh 
the margin to 11. 

It was a game full of turning points 
and the next came three minutes later. 
Tomos Williams had replaced Gareth 
Davies at scrum half and he and 
Tompkins combined in a threatening 
attaek. Ntamaek was foreed to tidy 
up a kiek ahead elose to his line, and 
Wales set a series of drives from the 
line out. 

Ken Owens went left with Josh 
Adams in the elear outside but the 
Freneh lock, Willemse, knoeked the 
ball forward as he tackled the Welsh 
hooker. 

Referee Carley had a full range of 
options, from ruling it aeeidental, to 
giving a penalty, or giving a penalty 
try (and a eard) but after a lengthy 
consultation with the TMO, it was 
called aecidental. 

Suddenly, as is traditional, the 
Welsh crowd noted that Mr Carley 
was English! 

By now, substitutes were arriving 
left, right and eentre. For Wales, 
Wainwright replaced Moriarty at 
blindside flanker, and the giant Will 
Rowlands replaeed Jake Ball in the 
seeond row. 

Wales were on top in the serum 


now, and Rowlands’ sheer bulk may 
have been a factor, and they reeeived 
a series of serum penalties, with the 
crowd howling for another yellow 
eard. 

That eard eame when the Freneh 
No 3, Haouas, was singled out for 
collapsing a scrum, but all that did was 
to trigger another turning point. Franee 
were foreed to take off their blidside 
flanker, Cros, and on came Demba 
Bamba at prop. 

Exactly what happened at the next 
serum will be a subjeet of debate 
for some time. Welsh eoaeh Wayne 
Pivac claimed that France had not 
pushed straight, while the TV panel 
thought Wales were guilty of the 
same offenee. However that debate 
pans out, the French seven just came 
straight through the Welsh eight, caus¬ 
ing chaos, and were rewarded with a 
penalty. 

By now, Wales had replaced 
Josh Adams, who had picked up an 
ankle injury, with Jarrod Evans, with 
Tompkins moving to the wing. 

With six minutes left, substitute 
hooker Ryan Elias, Rowlands and 
Jarrod Evans all made ground, taking 
Wales close to the Freneh line and 
eventually, Dan Biggar forced his way 
over. 

It was time for another TMO refer¬ 
ral. He had eerainly lost control of the 
ball before regathering, but the verdiet 
was that the ball had not gone forwrd. 
Ntamaek had been trying to prevent 
the grounding and he received an 
unnecessary knee in the ribs, meaning 
that he was off the field when the man 
of the match announcement was made. 

Biggar’s conversion made it 27-23 
to France, and there were still three 
minutes left before Franee would be 
baek to 15. 

An exeiting finish loomed but 
France had a chance to spoil it when 
they were awarded a penalty 40 metres 
out. Ntamaek had not put a foot wrong 
all day but it was a big ask for Jalibert, 
who had only just come on. He struck 
it well, and the erowd went silent, until 
it just slipped the wrong side of the 
post - from the French point of view, 
of eourse. 

There was still time for one last 
bit of exeitement, as Wales fashioned 
one last attack. Tompkins broke with 
Tomos Williams in support and he had 
a split-seeond ehoiee to make. A pass 
to Williams would not have put the 
scrum half in the clear, but who knows 
what might have happened? 

As it was, he took the taekle but, 
when the French replacement hooker. 
Chat, got his hands on the ball, referee 
Carley penalised the Welsh centr for 
holding on. 

Franee kicked the penalty to toueh 
and a pulsating game was coneluded. 

It was a result that will hurt Wales 
now, and for the next few weeks, but 
it was the best game of the Six Nations 
so far, and there is eonsiderable satis- 
faetion to take from this. 

One final point. When Wales played 
Ireland, I was not impressed by Jonny 
Sexton taking on the dual role of Irish 
eaptain and referee. He was eonstantly 
in the refs face, arguing this and that, 
and I felt it was not a good look. 

So, I can’t turn a blind eye to 
Niek Tompkins berating the referee, 
Roy Keane-style, after that last-minute 
penalty award. 

Emotions were running high, but it 
was still not a good thing to see - espe¬ 
cially as all the experts agreed that it 
was a penalty. The upshot was that the 
game finished with both teams facing 
off against each other. 

As a eertain Nigel Owens said a few 
years baek: “Gentlemen, this is not 
football.”
